The city council did well to cut out of 
the town planning bylaw the clause which 
forbade the owner of a corner lot to build 
within ten feet of the corner. If the city 

rants to round off corners of lots for the 
convenience of drivers and the speeding 
up of traffic it should buy the necessary 
property, and should buy it and pay for it 
when the owner is forbidden to make use 
of his land. 


CLEAN UP THE STREETS 

It is not often that street cleaning is a 
timely topic for discussion in Edmonton 
in January. In this most wonderful of all 
Januarys the subject is not only timely 
but urgent. The warm-April days of the 
last week have left the pavements coated 
with slush and mud, a nuisance and more 
or less of a menace. 

Why not arm a few score of the un- 
employed men with brooms and shovels 
and let them earn meal tickets by clearing 
off the pavements in the business section 
and at least the crossings in_ residential 
districts? As the city is handing out the 
meal tickets anyway, the taxpayers may 
as well get that much for their money. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA “PASSES” 

The Government of British Columbia 
has given it to be understood that the P. 
G. E. railway will not be extended at its 
expense to join the railway system in 
Peace River. This for the sufficient rea- 
son that the provincial finances cannot 
stand the added strain. 

At last reports the P. G. E. had cost 
the province $65,000,000. The desired ex- 
tension is estimated at from $20,000,000 
to $40,000,000. The completed enterprise 
would thus represent something like 
$100,000,000, And judging from the his- 
tory of the P. G. E, to date, the only 
chance of collecting interest on this in- 
vestment would be from the through traf- 
fic into and out of Peace River. The Tolmie 
Government therefore concludes that ex- 
tending the P. G. E. is a matter for one 
or both the transcontinental systems to 
tackle, if it is to be tackled at all. 

Upwards of a year ago Mr. K'ng, then 
Premier of Canada, announced that the 
transcontinentals would be given six 
months in which to detide whether they 
would provide a direct outlet from the 
Peace River area to the Pacific; failing 
which his government would undertake 
the job of finding a solution of the situa- 
tion. The King Government has gone, 
but Premier Bennett some time ago said 
something which sounded very much like 
a declaration that he intended to carry 
out this undertaking of his predecessor. 

The figures coming from Victoria 
thus take on an interest for the residents 
and taxpayers of the entire Dominion, 
since Premier Tolmie has made clear that 
they, rather than the taxpayers of Bri- 
tish Columbia, will have to do the financ- 
ing, so far as the public may be concerned. 


PROTECT THOSE WHO OBEY THE 
LAW 


The city council on Monday gave final 
reading to the bylaw which removes the 
restriction forbidding merchants to keep 
their stores open Wednesday afternoons, 
Heavy penalties are provided for any who 
compel clerks to work longer than the 
prescribed number of hours, or who 
otherwise violate the provisions of the by- 
law. That is fair and proper. 

The next and perhaps more difficult 
duty that confronts council is to see that 
stores remain closed during the hours 
when they are supposed to be closed, It 
is an open secret, and has been stated be- 
fore council, that the closing bylaw has 
thus far been largely a legal fiction. Goods, 
particularly groceries, have been bootleg- 
ged on Wednesday afternoons, during 
evenings, and on Sundays and _ holidays, 
not in isolated instances, but as a pretty 
general practice. That is common knowl- 
edge and will not be challenged by any 
one who has taken the trouble to investi- 
gate the matter. 

It is even a reasonable inference that a 
good many people who a few months ago 
voted to close the stores on Wednesday 
afternoons did so with their tongues in 
their cheeks, knowing that if they hap- 
pened to need the odd pound of tea or can 
of salmon during the prohibited hours 
they would have no trouble getting it. 

It is high time to put a stop to that 
“scofflaw” condition, It is not fair to the 
merchant who keeps the law that another 
should violate it without punishment. And 


how is popular respect for bylaws in gén- 
eral to be maintained if it is known that 
this one is broken deliberately and sys- 
tematically? If trading is to be regulated 
in fact, and not merely in name, the regu- 
lations will have to be made to mean what 
they say. | 


FARM PRODUCTS IN DEMAND 


Figures given out at Ottawa for one 
of the recent months make interesting but 
not very pleasant reading in their dis- 
closure of the falling off in the export of 
several kinds of farm produce. 


In September 1929 we sent out of 
Canada fresh beef to the value of $487,912 
as compared with $50,561 last September. 
Canadian bacon is a_ prime favorite 
abroad, especially in Great Britain, but 
the export dropped from $557,649 to 
$274,475. Fresh mutton and lamb has 
gone down from $49,134 to $3,627, fresh 
pork from $129,187 to $30,187, dry salted 
pork from $91,896 to $6,299, pickled beef | 
in barrels from $15,546 to $643, lard from 
$47,211 to $8,455. Poultry export re- 
mains about the same but it is so small 
it is only worth mentioning as an illustra- 
tion of smallness, namely $4,744. In all 
our exports of meats dropped during 
one month from $1,449,441 to $680,861. 

It is also shown that during the twelve 
months ending with September, Canadians 
imported butter to the value of 
$15,572,854, along with a half million | 
dollars’ worth of cheese — of all things. 
And in the same twelve months we im- 
ported 2,921,048 dozen eggs, and 
1,396,589 pounds of frozen or dried eggs. 


Asked why Canada has ceased to 
export these farm products, or why the 
export had fallen off so heavily, an official 
of the department of trade replied: 
“Simply lack of production. We haven't 
had the meats to export. They are crying 
out for Canadian bacon in the British 
market and we haven’t got it to give them. 
Over there they want Canadian bacon 
and cheese in the worst way. An enter- 
prising young Glasgow man with whom 
T am well acquainted has been writing 
demanding to know why he can’t get 
these Canadian products for his large 
trade.” 

These facts and figures would seem 
to suggest something as to why farm 
conditions are not satisfactory just now 
in central and northern Alberta, one of 
the finest mixed-farming districts in 
Canada, and also as to how they can be 
made better.

STOPPING A CHILD'S COUGH 

During this time of year many mothers are kept 
awake night after night by having their children 
couph. There is nothing more ruinous to a good 
night’s sleep than lisetning to a youngster who is 
having spells of coughing. I am therefore going to 
outline a simple treatment that the mother can use 
which usually has the effect of stopping the cough, 
thus allowing both mother and ehild to have a good 
night's rest. 

When the cough has been brought on by a cold 
settling in the throat or bronchial tubes, then the 
best thing to do is to use the sweating treatment. 

Put the child in a warm bath and heat the water 
gradually until as hot as he can stand. He should 
be left in for from ten to twenty minutes, or until he 
begins to perspire, Have the bathroom warm. ‘Take 
the child from the bath, dry quickly, and rub the 
chest and upper back with camphorated oil or some 
of the eucalyptus oils or menthol ointments, Then 
cover this with some old silk and pin around a vest 
made from an old woolen blanket or woolen sweater, 
While the child is still warm wrap him in a woolen 
blanket. Pin this around the neck and put the child 
to bed, being carful that no chilling occurs, Pile 
mote blankets over, keeping them tucked in at the 
sides, Give the child plenty of warm lemonade or 
orangeade to drink until profuse sweating starts. 

This treatment may be used with success just be- 
fore the child goes to sleep. It is best to keep the 
Manket pinned around the throat so that it cannot 
be thrown off during the night. This sweating treat- 
ment may also be used morning and afternoon. 

A child with a cough or cold should also be put 
on w short fast, Give oranges or tomatoes as much 
as desired. Use no other food, This fruit fast will 
have a beneficial effect on the elimination of poisons 
which are caus'!ng the trouble, and will also reduce 
he acidity of the blood. Do not be afraid to keep 
the child on a fast for three or four days until the 
cold has disappeared, It will also help to have the 
child drink all the water he can take, as this flushes 
the system and speeds the cure. 

Of course, the bowels should be kept clean. For 
this purpose, there is nothing better than the en- 
ema. In giving an enema to a child be sure not 
to use too much water and do not let the water run 
in too fast. Oil the tube with a@ little vaseline or 
olive oil, 

The next time your child has @ cough try this 
remedy. Such a common sense method is much to 
be preferred to using cough syrups to cure the cough. 
Many of these syrups contain chloroform and have 
the effect of ‘suppressing the cough without removing 
the cause which is producing it. 

This trea! -ent whch I have outlined helps in re- 
moving the cause and usually leaves the child feel- 
ing better than before the illness,

Prince Talleyrand, the great French statesman, 
who at first devoted his talents to the churth, but 


later turned to politics and wes for 35 years one of 
the greatest political figures in Europe, brought a rare 
sense of humor to all his dealings, which were 


flavored by a worldly and material attitude which 
many thought sinful. 

It is related that Madame Flamelin having re- | 
proached M. De Montrou for having anything to do 
with Talleyrand, he exclaimed, “Good God, Madame, 
who could help liking him—he is so wicked!" 

Here are two samples of Talleyrand’s whimsical 
cynicism. 

A banker who had been favored with several 
confcrences with the prince, who was, at the time, 
minister of foreign affairs, had heard a report that 
King George III of England was dead, Thinking 
that if he could learn the truth he might make a big | 
profit on the stock exchange, he sought an audience | 
with Talleyrand, It was grant d, and during the 
conversetion, the banker managed to acquaint his 
host with his desire. Talleyrand listened to him with- 
out moving a muscle of the face he knew so well how 
to mask. In reply he said solemnly: 

“Some sa¥ that the King of England is dead, and 
some say that he is not dead; but do you wish to know 
my opinion?” 

“Most anxiously, Prince!” exclaimed the banker 


“Well, then.” sald Talleyrand, assuming a con- 
fidential manner, “I believe neither, I mention this 
in confidence, relying on your discretion, for the 


slightest imprudence on your part would compromise 
me seriously.” 

The Prince had a con‘idential service servant, who 
was excessively Joyal to him, but also excessively 
inquisitive. 

One day Telleyrand gave this fellow a letter to 
deliver. Standing by chance at the window as he 
departed, he was surprised to see the missive being 
read by the bearer as he walked along the street,

So the art of suggestion or per- 
suasion or of child-guidance (ike 
“forcing” cards) is to get the child 
to act as if of its own accord, while 
accepting your direction. 

Yet so crudely stated, it is all too 
much simplified. In the first plac’, 
children are too knowing to have 
that work all of the time; secondly, 
children need firm control and 
should be aware that others are in 
authority; thirdly, direct control is 
often best. 

None the less, remote control is & 
valuable educational principle, 
which like all such precepts, must 
be judiciously applied, The old way 
of putting it was that children, like 
the people in political relations, 
should be led but not driven. But 
no one who has practical experience 
with bringing up children would 
advoca'e a universal remote control. 
Especially in a case of an aggressive 
child must one go slowly, and not 
offer too many chances of saying 
“no”. Chronic objectors are perhaps 
born rather than made, but they 
are easily made by too direct con- 
trol. All of which is just one more 
illustration of how human nature 
makes education a problem and de- 
mands rare qualities of parents and 
teachers,

The sluggish advance of radical 
movements is accounted for by var- 
fous observers on the following 
grounds: 

(1) Our more extreme redicalisms 
are imported radicalisms; 
not have the hold they might have 
if they had sprung from seeds 
planted in native soil. 

(2) People take to the things that 
work decently well at the moment, 
which is a low-brow way of saying 
we are pragmatic; we are more in- 
clined to accept the thing that is 
working fairly well now that to 
give allegiance to a theoretical pro- 
gram that promises to work well in 
some dis'ant Utoplan time. 

(3) We have for a good many 
years enjoyed prosperity, even if it 
has been a bit spotty; and extreme 
radical doctrines do mot win con- 
verts rapidly unless the masses of 
the peop'e really feel the pinch of 
need. 

(4) We are fully occuplied with 
engrossing tasks immediately before 
us; we are immediatists; we are 
not given to taking long views into 
the future, and moSt extreme rad- 
icalisms profess to be long-range 
plans. 

(5) Side by side with our relue- 
tance to embrace extreme radical- 
isms, there is a reformer hidden in 
most of us; we like to be dabbling 
in the current reforms of our time; 
and we are a little slow to join the 
extremeists and leave the ranks of 
the men and women who are busy 
with present even if smal] reforms. 

Here are, I suggest, five fairly de- 
pendable dykes against revolution; 
four of these are inherent in our 
character; but the fifth one—the 
fact that men do not turn extremist 
in the midst of prosperity—under- 
scores the necessity for able and

It is made of one- 
quarter ounce zine oxide, one-quarter 
ounce powdered calamine and six 
ounces of lime water. Bhake well be- 
fore using.

‘Keep Babies Away From 
Crowds is Advice of 


City M.H.O. 


With an epidemic of influenza 
sweeping Europe and already reported 
in certain parts of the United States, 


a number of cases of what is believed 
to be this disease have been noted in 
this city, according to Dr. R. B. Jen- 
kins, city medical health officer 

“There is, of cburse, no need for a 
panic but, although no official reports 
of influenza cases have been received 
| by the health department from city 
doctors. we have reason to believe that 
there are a number of cases of in- 
fluenza in the city,” Dr, Jenkins said 
MUCH BRONCHITIS 

The doctor said that what he par- 
ticularly wished to emphasize was the 
fact that there were altogether too 
many cases of bronchial pneumonia 
among babies in the city, the v.ctims 
being mostly from one to three years 
of age. 

He said that the babies should be 
kept inside away from crowds but with 
sufficient fresh air. He also strongly 
advised that mothers refrain from 
| kissing their babies on the mouth or 
| faces or permitting anyone else to do 
| so. In cases where the mothers have 

colds, they shoulg be careful not to 
breathe in the babies’ faces, the doc- 
| tor said.

Favorably With Canadian 


Edmonton Writer Tells of 
Visit to Colorful Lac- 
quer Factory 
By LAURA WIGLE CRUX 

Althougt: rice is the staple three 
times a day, many of the better-class 
families of Japan now use bread, The 
ordinary cooking apparatus ina Japan- 
ese kitchen does not include an oven, 
their cakes being bought at a shop. 
In mission schools the older girls 
are taught to bake bread, and cook~- 
ing classes for older women are quite 
popular, These women procure port- 
able sheet iron ovens to use over their 
charcoal fire. Some wheat is grown 
in Japan, being harvested in the end 
of June, after which the tiny fields 
are flooded and prepared for rice, this 
being transplanted from the seed bed 
Canada’s surplus wheat might well 
load the vessels leaving for Japanese 
ports, leaving space also for suffi- 
cient quantities of Canadian butter. 
Never can I forget the interest and 
satisfaction we in our inland station 
found in our first 14-pound of Red 
Deer butter. Even Denmark's best 
could not equal for us that sweet rich- 
ness from our own homeland, and it 
surely ought to satisfy the needs of 
the thousands of bulter-eating for- 
eigners ‘n Japan as well as the Janan- 
ese who come to use it as a regular 
part of their fare 

Considering traders from the per- 
sonal side, our thoughts turn to flour 
and feed store in one of the smaller 
cities, This place contained a large 
and famous Buddhist temple, and, 
what with the selling of souvenirs 
and the accommodating of so many 
pilgrims, a great majority of the peo- 
ple made their living more or iess off 
this temple, and the local Christian 
church made slow progress, The flour 
and feed dealer and his family were 
among the members of this church 
‘The old grandfather, now retired from 
business, was noticeable for his faith- 
fulness at church services, The fam- 
jly were persecuted in various ways 
by their Buddhist neighbours, One of 
the ways the grandfather tried to 
spread the Gospel message was by 
reading his Bible aloud as he sat 
alone in the living room adjoining 
the shop, The thin paper partitions 
permitted his voice to be heard quite

Men Do Embroidery, 

Because of the mountainous nature 
of the country, only @ smaii percent- 
age of the land ts suitable for tilling. 
the rts that are too sloping to per- 
mit the flooding necessary for the 
growing of rice are often planted with 
mulberry bushes for silk-worm cult- 
ure. In many homes the worms are 
fed and silk spun and woven into 
cloth. Of course the great factories 
are responsible for most of such work 
which furnishes employment for 
thousands and should bee to meet 
the growing demand for silk clothin 
among our ople in Canada Both 
factories and homes provide also che 
embroidery and drawn work that find 
their way to our stores. The ordinary 
Japanese home has no use for these, 
their food being served on trays or 
small low tables withou covers. Rub- 
bing with 4 damp cloth after eacn 
meal gives them in tUme a pleasing 
finish. This embroidery is often done 
by men, The material Ws stretched | 
in a frame on four legs about the 
height of their low tables, that ls 
just high enough for convenience as 
they sit on their feet on the matted 


floor By using both hands, one to 
put the ueedle down and the other 
to push it up, in many cases the em- | 
broidery ‘6 so perfect that only thy 
buttonhole stiteh at the edge enables 
one to distinguish the right from the 
wrong side.

In a Lacquer Factory. 

While living in the city of Shiz- 
uoka we occasionally visited a lac- 
quer factory, feasting our eyes on the 
expensive boxes and trays in rich 
reds, satiny blacks and beautiful plues 
as well as the peculiar egg-shell ef- 
fect. Descending from the upstairs 
showrooms we always stopped to 
watch the men seated on the matted 
floor at w ork, Some would be paint- 
ing freehand designs on the wooden 
articles, others applying the lacquer 
over this, or giving the third and final 
touch-up in certain varieties with gilt 
open-work borders. On one occasion 
they showed us a lot of fancy boxes 
and trays with glaring colors and pal- 
try designs ready to be packed for ex- 
port, The contrast with those upstairs 
was 60 great, that, in a voice of deep 
regret, we asked why they were send- 
ing such inartistic des 
“Those patterns were ordered from 
America,” was the simple explanation, 
To which we felt com ed. to reply 
that we were sure such loud designs 
would not appeal to most of the peo- 
ple across the Pacific, 

Besides oranges, drawn work, and 
lacquered gods, Shizouka exports also 
@ great deal of tea. Tea gardens coy- 
ered the slopes of Sengen, up which 
we used to take our dozens of mission 
school girls for recreation. One Chi- 
cago firm used to keep their official 
tea-taster there for months at a time 
One large tea firm employed about 200 
workers, These men and boys had the 
privilege of attending their own night 
school and Y.M.C.A, which were 
under the direction of a mission grad- 
uate, @ young man of exceptioanily 
fine character, and the women work- 
ers from our mission conducted a 
Sunday school in their class-room for 
the neprmoriosa children, Thus the 
firm did business in both cargoes and 
character, 

Our patience would at times be 
sorely tried by the failure of work- 
men to keep ir promises, When a 
cobbler's word was broken day after 
day, we once took a 700-uage copy of 
Dickens told him we would wait 
till the shoes were mended. In a 
short time they were ready for us. 
Since spending twenty years in the 
homeland, however, we are convinced 
that this weakness ts by no means 
confined to a@ certain number of 
Japanest, but is a very human fail- 
ing, and we believe the average Jap- 
anese tradesman will compare fav- 
orably with those of other lands 

Japan and Canada have many pro- 
ducts to offer each other and the visit 
of the Canadian trade representatives 
should do much to further ade re- 
lations and a# general spirit of har- 
mony and -will between the two 
nations,

War Would Drive Nations 
Back to Primitive 
Poverty

| Excerpts from address of Hon. Ar- 
thur Meighen to World Alliance for, 
International Friendship. 

“Civilization has to end war or war 
will end civilization. This race of hu- 
man beings has to adjust Itself to new 
facts, that is, facts which never ex- 
isted before; it has to adjust itself to 
new tremendous facts or pass out 
The chief one is ‘his, Science has | 
given us so great a command over the 
elements of nature, that millions can 
be snuffed out in this day in a mere 
matter of moments. Where hundreds 
fell before in manly contests arm to 
arm, great cities now, the whole 
countryside, can be eaten up by the 
insatiate maw of chemistry. War has 
lost its efficacy; it can never bring 
victory again; it can only bring defeat 
and despair for both conquerors and 
conquered; it can leave nothing be- 
hind but victors in reaction and van- 
quished in revolution, and al) alike 
impoverished. This, then, is the situa- 
tion which we face—a long concourse 
of nations wanting peace, knowing #5 
they must know that a real war now 
would crush thme one and all, drive 
them back through centuries to prim- 
itive poverty and emaciation, until | 
our cfvilization passes cut as did civil- 
izations of old, knowing all these 
things, but nevertheless fearful and 
arming, ever arming, in response to 
the instinct for security. We know, 
everybody knows, that security by 
armaments for one country means in- | 
security for another, and that com-| 
petitive armament will end where 
they have always ended, in competi- 
tive war. What is the conclusion? It 
is the plainest conclusion ever drawn 
from the plainest facts. There has to 
be found a substitute for armamets, 
| something else that will bring security 
not only to one but to all. The sov- 
ereign right of all to live. The prac- 
tically-minded man tells that it means 
the allocation of forces now controlled 
by governments, those physical forces 
which make for international destruc- 
lion, that it raeans their allocation to} 
abide the judgment of an Interna- 
tional Congress and their steady re- 
duction to the dimensions of an inter- 
national police. Let us all pray that) 
it does.

I had had a notion that the north which has 
its economic eggs in few baskets had been 
knocked flat by financial blasts, Seeing sturdy 
mackinaw wearers stride erect along the streets 
of Sudbury, I could not take much stock in the 
flat earth theory as far as that mineral area is 
concerned. 

The largest mining city in Canada still keeps 
its flag proudly flying. The mast from which 
that pennant flutters is the five hundred foot 
stack of the smelter that stands on the cliff of 
its chief suburb, Coppereliff. From it a mile 
long plume of ochre smoke waves over the Sud- 
bury basin in defiance of depression. 

But you can’t see that triumphant flag from 
the heart of Sudbury. 
polis is strange in this, that in it is no hint of 
mining. The derricks and trestles, shafts and 
stacks are on the rim of the rich, but bleak hills 
that encircle it. A visitor who merely stopped 
off between trains might imagine it was a fur 
centre rather than a mining centre. Big sleigh 
dogs trot along the streets. There is a steady 
procession of vigorous mushers garbed for the 
trail. It is extraordinary that a northern city 


are 


which has so definitely arrived should give the} 


impression of being ready at any moment to 
move elsewhere. 

This great mining centre, like other parts 
of our hyperborean regions, is hyper-sensitive 
about some of its chief charms. It deprecates 
too much stressing of its rugged northern vir- 
tues. It is more anxious to assttre you of its 
possession of tuxedos, dance halls, bath tubs in 
every hotel room, manicure girls and other fea- 
tures of the effete south. It cannot understand 
why a visitor should be entranced by the stream 
of Joseph coats of many colors which make its 
streets as gay as a flower show. 

The mayor, I was informed, though I would 
not believe my own eyes if I had seen it, wears 
spats and not fur-lined ones, in subtle rebuke 
of his male citizenry’s taste for leggings and 
rubber boots. In his insistence on the highest 
standard of dress he is backed up by the female 
population who wear silk hose and high French 


heels. I did not see one woman in rough north- 
ern attire. 

In all communities there are trimmers, the 
men who compromise. | saw one man who, 


hovering between the dictates of fashion and 
the natural instinct of a true northerner, put 
striped gray Sunday trousers inside his over- 
shoes, thus creating an appearance of breeches. 
To have worn his trousers outside his shoes was, 
I suppose, a degree of effeminacy to which he 
was unwilling to descend. 


No Monotony in Attire 


ETROIT after a long spell of city clothes 
and idleness, is only too glad to don overalls 


again. Sudbury has never laid aside its work- 
ing togs. There is no odor of moth balls about 
them.

of employment agencies looked as if they were 
just lounging about between shifts. Short 
rations had not dulled their northern vigor.

I did and found that all I thought [ had 
learned about mackinaws was as nothing. Never 
|} have I seen such an astonishing collection of 
| winter regalia. 

The dress inventiveness of that line of men 
waiting at the municipal cookhouse floor, prop- 
erly exploited could make Sudbury the mascu- 
| line styles centre for North America. Of those 
hundreds of men using practically the same 
basic dress elements, so numerous were the com- 
| binations that I do not think any two were 
| dressed exactly alike. 

Two men might have the same kind of mack- 
inaw, but one had a different shoe or cap. 
| There were high-laced boots with moccasin feet, 
leather boots with hobnailed heels, knee-lengih 
| rubber boots, shoe packs, with leather tops and 
| with rubber tops, overshoes, felt shoes, and plain 
| rubbers. Some wore khaki or corduroy, leather 
or woollen breeches with white topped socks. 
| Others thrust trousers straight into the tops 
| of boots. 

On their heads were knitted wool caps or 
cloth caps, caps with ear lugs and caps without 
ear lugs, with visors and without visors, caps of 
rabbit, wolf, bear and seal skin, and even of 
Persian lamb. But not a single felt fedora. 

Let no one talk of typical northern attire. 
There was no such thing. Modern man may be 
accused of monotony in attire, but not these 
northern men. They wore no standardized uni- 
form. The one thing they agreed upon was 
the length of their coat. In all cases it was a 
hip length jacket. The knee length overcoat of 
the south is completely unknown to them. Their 
jackets differed greatly in cut and material, 
but you could call them all mackinaws. They 
were all of the mackinaw type with plenty of 
collar.

Those Finnish children, a school inspector 
assured me, are very bright children. He was 
corroborated by an English parent who told me 
that he had promised his son a licking if he 
did not overtake two Finnish boys who were 
at the head of his school elass. From what I 
heard of the intellectual ability of young Finns, 
I am confident the English boy is going to get 
his licking. 

The Finns seem to be the prominent, if not 
the dominant, non-English race in the north, 
and there is a possibility that when New On- 
tario attains full stature it will be as.much a 
Finnish as Minnesota is a Swedish state. What 
the melting pot is complaining about is its own 
bubbling and the possibility of the emergence 
of some of its best industrial and intellectual 
elements. Where is, after all, something illogi- 
cal, and hifmorous in complaints about young 
“foreigners” who are young Canadians with 
the best of all titles to the name, namely that 
of birth in Canada, 

Any idea I might have formed that the eco- 
nomic trouble of the north fs that of “for- 
eigners” clad in working shirts but complacent- 
ly eating the bread of dole and idleness was up- 
set by a prominent official of the International 
Nickel Co. 

“The willingness of these people to work,” 
said he, “is very striking. We started some 
relief work in in sewer construction and the 
grading of the Sudbury-Coppercliff road, The 
engineers estimated that the cost under such 
conditions of labor would be at least a third 
more than normal. On the contrary, the labor 
kas been exceptionally efficient.” 

The north has neither lost its shirt nor its 
will to work, Even on part-time jobs at reduced 
wages, these men in mackinaws swing the pick 
and shovel with the same zeal and pleasure with 
which men elsewhere swing golf sticks. 

I heard much praise of the International 

Nickel Company for the skilful way it has re- 
lieved the labor situation and kept its employ- 
ment up to at least seventy-five per cent. of nor- 
nial. Men have been given work for two weeks 
at a time and care has been taken to see that 
those with the most dependents have the best 
chance at a pay envelope. 
} “They have been very scientific in their 
| handling of the situation,” said a Sudbury man. 
“What in the main has happened is that men 
are getting just half as many pay envelopes as 
formerly, but that is sufficient with economy 
on their part to keep up their credit with the 
landlord and butcher and grocer.” 

What this part of the north has done is to 
ration its work and food, and I heard from the 
Nickel man that there is much voluntary ration- 
ing. . 
“At first,” said he, “there was quite an exo- 
dus from the district. Lately we find that the 
; numbers of workmen awaiting better times is 
remaining constant. They figure that it is un- 
wise to waste their money on transportation to 
their home country where conditions may not 
be better than here, and where they will not be 
on the ground for this country’s industrial re- 
| vival, So, for instance if they have $50, they 
| figure that they might just as well eat 250 
| twenty-cent meals here as anywhere else.” 

A Finnish merchant in Sudbury told me how 

some of his compatriots solved the problem 
of making their money go as far as possible.
